Shock to Trade World. 
The Sully failure shocked the entire com- 


If a dynamite bomb had been dropped into 
the pit of the New York cetton exchange it 
would not have created as much demoraliza- 
tion and excitement as did the news of the 
suspension of the noted exponent of high 
prices for American cotton. 


Throws Market Into Panic. 

Immediately following the announcement 
of his suspension a panic ensued on the New 
York and New Orleans cotton exchanges. 
Prices ran off ina spectacular manner nearly 
200 points, or $10 a bale. The stock market 
was also excited and weakened. Coffee mar- 
kets were affected. 

The news of the sudden collapse of the cot - 
ton leader flashed through the financial 
munity. The suspension of the firm of Sul 
& Co., with its ramification, is the greatest 
failure in the history of cotton speculation 
in this country. The event will fundamental- 
ly affect the textile trade of the world. 

Tt is not Known whether or not any other 
failures will result from the collapse of the 
Sully firm. Practically every member of 
the cotton exchange has outstanding con- 
tracts with the suspended firm. The trade 
did not know tonight where they stood. The 
greatest confusion existed. 


Other Failures May Follow... 

It Mr. Sully does not resume it is feared 
that there will be a great many 9 both 
in this city and New Orleans. 

— With the collapse of the firm Mr. Sully’s 
great fortune, accumulated in the success- 
ful cotton market coups of May, 1903, and 
last fall, estimated to be at least $4,000,000.

STATE HOME FOR INEBRI 


Iowa Senate Passes Bill for Hospital 
and Appropriates $125,000 to 
Aid the Project. : 


Des Moines, 125 March 18.—[ Special. The 
bill creating a state hospital at Knoxville 
for the treatment of inebriates passed the 
senate this morning. It was amended to 
meet the objections on constitutional grounds 
and passed without opposition. It gives the 
former industrial home for the blind at 
Knoxville for the purpose of an inebriate 
home, and appropriates $125,000 in addition. 
New buildings are to be erected and addi- 
tional ground purchased. The bill also pro- 
vides for the government of the institution 
and the method of sending inebriates or those 
addicted to excessive use of narcotics to the 
institution for treatment. Such treatment 
is not to last more than three years. 

The commission in charge of the publication 
of the lowa code supplements reported the 
printing and distribution of 14,902 suppie- 
ments at a total cost of $22,317. It also re- 
ported the printing of 75,000 copies of the code 
at an average cost of $1.88 per volume.

The Metropolitan Opera company under- 
took a difficult task last evening. It pre- 
sented “ Tristan and Isolde,” and its work 
had to be judged by the standards it set itseif 
last season, when it gave one of the most in- 
spired and complete performances of the 
Wagner love drama that it is sincerely be- 
lieved has ever been achieved. The condi- 
tions at that matinée seemed to be particu- 
larly propitious, and any one who was for- 
tunate enough to have witnessed that per- 
formance will not soon forget it. It was with 
this exceptional production in mind that 
many persons’ went to the Auditorium last 


merit of the work done to say that such 
persons were disappointed. 
The presentation the trying work received 
st evening seemed like a lighter colored 
copy of that brilliant hued predecessor—not 
a faded copy e Ase paler tones. 


Mme Ternina was the Isolde, and rarely 
has the high artistic nature of this gifted 
woman’s work stood more clearly revealed 
than it did last evening. Her voice is not 
one of great power, and there was much of 
the time last evening when it was made vir- 
tually inaudible by the overwhélming wall 
of tone Mr. Mottl permitted his orchestra to 
build up between it and the auditor. . But 
| Mme. Ternina so skillfully shaded her deliy- 
| ery of the score that nothing of the dramatic 
significance of the music was lost, even 
though its vocal values were at times ob- 
scured. Whenever the orchestra gave her 
opportunity she sang with admirable articu- 
latlon of the musical phrase, and with a 
wealth of shading and tonal coloring which 
made the emotional content of the sung lines 
clear and potent. Her Isolde impresses by 
its high gone and nobility of bearing. 

Vocally Mme. Ternina was hampered last 
evening by having a Tristan who was not 
inspiring. and she is an artist of such fine 
sensibility that she is peculiarly affected 
by such association. The opening act went 
admirably so far as she and Miss Walker 

were concerned, but the great duet in the 
— act was lifeless, tonally unsteady, and 
generally unsatisfactory. In the Liebestod 
the want of the lung power required to dom- 
inate the orchestra prevented the ecstatic 
climax desirable. 


Mr. Kraus proved a distinct disappoint- 
ment. His Tristan is good from a dramatic 
viewpoint, his figure and bearing enabling 
him to embody satisfactorily the “ Helden 
ohne Gieiche, and his action possessing 
virility, force, and a fair amount of signif- 
cant detail. The F last scene he plays 
best of any other portion of the music-drama, 
and it is here that his vocal work most nearly 
approached the acceptable last evening. His 
flat, white tone production has about it a 
weak, sick quality that is not out of keeping 
with the wounded and dying Tristan, but in 
the opening act and in the love duet there 
few ear of the ls- 

er was not gra on by the unpleasant, 
flattened tones the singer uttered. 

Mise Walker lished her Chicago dé- 
but last ev „ appearing as Brangaene. 
Our young countrywoman made a most fa- 
vorable impression and her work during the 
rest of the season wilI be watched with in- 
terest. Her voice is a mezzo-soprano of wide 
range, not highly colored, but yet not wan 
ing in warmth. It is under excellent control, 
and her singing of the music, particulary in 
the first act, was thoroughly commendable.

RS. JOHN VAN VORST, an author 
whose sociological ideas rather than 
her literary ability have brought her 
a good deal of celebrity, has put 

5 forth a new. book, entitled THE 
ISSUES OF LIPS.” It is ficiion, and is an 
arraignment of the modern individualistic ” 
woman who develops her own life or at- 
tempts a career at the expense of the home; 
and the moral, obviously offered, i Home- 
keeping hearts are happiest.” ._— 

It is a fine moral and a reactionary book, 
and if the subject and predicate are com- 
bined at the expense of facts and probabili- 
ties, that, no doubt, is the privilege of a 
writer with a fixed idea. For such, it ap- 
pears, Mrs, Van Vorst has. She has con- 
jured up a terrible group of women—shallow, 
vain, reckless, ignorant yet pedantic, care- 
leas of love and life, and in antagonism 
against men. They are pretty monsters, 
creatures of the slime who venture into sun- 
light and disport themselves. A more re- 
pellant group of criminals it would be di- 
cult to meet: A fit destiny overtakes them. 
One commits suicide, one loses her only son, 
one kills her lover by overturning an auto- 
mobile, one is divorced, remarried, and again 
threatened with divorce; another faces a 
childless and remorseful existence. Ths 
heroine alone ends happily, and that is be- 
cause she turns her back on the city and 
goes into the country on a farm with her 
husband, submitting to his guidance in all 
things, and devoting herself exclusively to 
her children. | 

The men in the story are, with one ex- 
ception, fine examples of manhood—honor- 
able, strong, dependable, protecting, and lov- 
ing. They utter little but wisdom. When 
they reach ruin it is the women who drive 
them there. When one of them attains hap- 
piness it is because a woman permits him 
to arbitrate in all things. The confirmed 
_ bachelor who prefers the cattle on his ranch 

to a wife and children is held up to the lik- 
ing of the reader. The college girl who pre- 
fers ideas to domesticity is made to appear 
contemptible. 
It is noticeable that all of these women 
who sin through pride and egoism are club- 
women, and the discussions at the club are 
made to be both shocking and grotesque. In 
them the women are made to repudiate their 
natural responsibilities and to set them- 
selves in open opposition to men. 

This hideous scarecrow, set up in a waste 
of ruined homes to flap its wings in the wind, 
is a grewsome thing and is calculated not 
only to appall those misguided women—who 
dwell somewhere, I suppose, since Mrs. Van 
Vorst knows them so intimately—but also to 
frighten sthose women of patient, docile, 
sacrificial temperament who, looking up 
from the year’s monotonous tasks, have 
dared to hope for some congenlal intellectual 
fellowship after the cradles are empty. 

The book is, of course, not literature. And 
I believe it to be neither kind nor wise. More 
good is done by pointing the right way, by 
constructing ideals, than by exaggerating 
facts, which, though they may be within the 
range of possibility, are certainly far from 
common and must be regarded by all con- 
scientious persons with a horror which does 
not need to be accentuated, (Doubleday, 


Page & Co.) 


The biblical novel is usually appalling. So. 
numerous and so,.disheartening have been 
the greater part of them that it was with de- 
pression, both mental and physical, that I 
picked up Elizabeth Miller's“ THE YOKE,” 
a story of the exodus of the Isfaelites. But 
a fine surprise awaits the reader who under- 
takes this novel of over 600 pages. It is true 
that the first few chapters move slowly. The 
scene is set with exactitude, and a large com- 
pany of characters are introduced. This 
inchoate mass arranged itself, however, and 
a strong story is developed. 

It is the romance of a beautiful Israelitish 
slave, Rachel by name, and of an Egyptian 
noble, Kenkenes, son of the Pharaoh's mur- 
ket, or architect. They are divided by al- 
most every imaginable adverse circumstance 
—difference of race, of religion, of social po- 
sition, of distance, treachery, misfortune, 
and national upheaval. And that they come 
together propitiously in the end is some- 
thing little short of an achievement of in- 
genuity. 

Miss Miller has not been a laggard in her 
studies. She has acquainted herself well 
with ancient Egyptian life and ideas. And 
she has subordinated this knowledge to the 
interests of the tale in a way that both 
} gratifies and surprises. 

The Egyptian plagues have furnished Miss 
Miller with an epic theme, but she does not 
harp upon these extraordinary events, al- 
though she uses the last and most terrible 
ones, the death of the first born and the 
submerging of the Egyptian hosts in the 
Red sea, to furnish the climaxes of her tale. 
These are handled with power, and always 
with a sanity and moderation which, if they 
do not accord with the subject as a wiid 
mysticism might have done, are at least an 
aid to credulity. 

The factor of the book which contains the 
most interest and charm is the story of the 


repression of art in the Egypt of the Phara- 
ohs. Art, used exclusively as the handmaid 
of religion, was conventionalized, and might 
not be altered in its forms. The flat figures 
of men, women, and gods, the convention- 
alized lotus, cat, crocodile, and other figures 
could not be represented in more natural 
forms, and when Kenkenes, the young sculp- 
tor, the inheritor of artistic power, ventured 
to represent a human form in its verity, he’ 
had no choice but to hide himself in the 
desert to do it, and, being discovered, he 
was cast into prison. ven his friends, sym- 
pathizing with him as they did, could not 
but feel that he had committed sacrilege. 
His age, with its prejudices, was too much 
for him. He buried his genius, unwilling to 
prostitute it, and lived a life in which art 
was applied in terms of daily living, 
glyptic beauty. 
The book is a dignified product, the author 
presents @ large scheme without timidity, 
handles @ rich vocabulary without affecta- 
tion, and gives no sign that this is—as I be- 
love it to be—her first book. (Bobs-Merrill 
company.) 


Miss Anna Farquhar writes a good story. 
Her proposition is interesting, her conciu- 
sions logical, her protagonist individual and 
worth writing about. In “AN EVANS OF 
SUFFOLK ” she has sustained the reputa- 
tion won for being entertaining, adroit, and 
original. It is the story of a young woman, 
Harriet Evans by name, who, having had a 
trying and unconventional—though not sin- 
ful—past, marries a Boston man of a con- 
servative and scrupulous family. From the 
first his family feels the difference between 
its new member and itself, and she, awaken- 
ing, after marriage, to a dévoted love for 
her husband, fights in the subtle way in 
which a woman may to win and hold their 
regard and to win for herself a commend- 
able position in the esteem of their friends 
and social acquaintances. The powers of 
earth and the nether earth league, as they 
do in novels and plays, and, possibly, even 
in real life now and then, till at last all her 
subterfuges are stripped. She stands re-
